WAR OR PEACE UP TO KING 


Troops Called to Disperse War 
Enthusiasts Who Parade 
Streets of Rome. 


ROME, via Paris, 3:45 p. m. May 
12.—What is considered the Iiast 
definite proposal of Austria concern- 
ing the territorial concessions de- 
manded by Italy was received today 
by the Italian Government. 

The Cabinet at once went into ses- 
sion to consider the communication. 

Final decision as to whether Itaty 
shall declare war or remain neu- 
tral rests with King Victor Em- 
manuel. The Italian Constitution gives 
to the sovereign alone authority to 
“declare war, make peace and conclude 
treaties.’’ 

There is a diversity of opinion in the 
capital, however, as to whether action 
by His Majesty should be purely formal, 


or simply in accordance with the de- 
cision reached by his Ministers. Those 
who favor making his constitutional pre- 
rogative more than a matter of form 
are urging that as. soon as Austria 
makes its final deci#iow regarding terri- 
torial concessions, the Cabinet shall ask 
the King to take supreme command and 
rely upon his judgment. 
Parliament’s Part Uncertain. 

Apparently, however, a majority of the 
people believe the Cabinet must assume 
the responsibility one way or another 
with the certainty that its decision will 
be sustained almost unanimously by 
Parliament and the country. The part 
that Parliament is to play remains un- 
certain. It may or it may not be asked 
to express an opinion as to the wisest 
course to pursue. 

Troops were called out last night tu 
disperse a great crowd of war enthusi- 
asts who paraded the principal streets. 
erying, “Down with Austria! Down 
with Gliolitti!’’ and cheering for Premier 
Salandra and Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs Sonnino. Most of the persons in 
the throng apparently felt the greatest 
animosity toward former Premier Gio- 
litti, who is regarded as the leader ot 
the peace party. An attempt was mado 
to storm his residence, but it was frus- 
trated by soldiers. The crowd jeered as 
it passed the German ecclesiastical col- 
lege. 

Demonstrations similar to that in the 
capital are occurring in the larger 
towns throughout the country. Clashes 
with those who favor neutrality have 
been prevented several times by the in- 
tervention of troops and the police. 

Protection for Diplomats. 

Every precaution has been taken by 
the authorities of Rome to protect the 
Austrian and German diplomats accred- 
ited both to the Quirinal and Vatican. 

The final Austrian counter proposals 
are expected soon, but it is not believed 
they will satisfy the demands of the 
Cabinet, which insists upon the cession 
of all territory, either racially or strate- 
gically Italian,

Announcement Made Because of Re- 
ports Ships Flying U. S. Flag Had 
Been Inviting Attack. 


NEW YORK, May 12.—The Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine Co. announced 
from its offices in this city that in fu- 
ture no contraband of war will be car- 
ried on the steamships of the American 
line plying between New York and Liv- 
erpool. The prohibition even includes 
automobiles belonging to passengers, it 
is said. 

Officials of tke line thought it ex- 
pedient to make this announcement, be- 
cause after the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania the report spread that the ves- 
sels of the International Mercantile 
Marine, flying the American flag, also 
were carrying munitions of war and 
other supplies which would lay them 
open to attack by German submarines.

REFUSED TO GO ON TROOP SHIP 


NEW YORK, May 12.—When the 
Cunarder Carpathia was temporarily 
taken out of the Mediterranean serv- 
ice last Saturday and sent to Mon- 
treal at midnight by the British Ad- 
miralty to carry Canadian reservists 
to Engiand, 146 members of her 
crew walked ashore.

Capt. Smith’s Statement, 

The text of Capt. Smith’s statement 
follows: 

May 11, 1915.—‘‘I arm Ralph E. Smith, 
now master of the steamship Gul- 
flight. At the commencement of the 
voyage I was chief officer. The ship 
left Port Arthur on the tenth day o:» 
April, 1915, about 4 p. m., laden with 
a tank cargo of gasoline and wooden 
barrels of lubricating oil. The voyage 
was uneventful. Then about half way 
across the Atlantic the wireless op- 
erator told me there was a British 
cruiser in our vicinity and that he 
had heard messags from this ship the 
whole time since leaving Port Ar- 
thur, but she made no direct com- 
munication with or to our ship. From 
the sound of the wireless messages 
given out by the British ship she 
seemed to maintain the same distance 
from us until about three days be- 
fore we reached the mouth of the 
English Channel. 

“On the first day of May, about 1! 
o'clock in the forenoon, we spoke two 
British patrol vessels named lago and 
Filey. We were then about 22 miles 
west of the Bishop Lighthouse. The 
patrol vessel asked where we were 
bound. After informing them we were 


bound for Rouen, they ordered us to 
follow them to the Bishop. The Filey 
took up a position a half mile dis- 
tant on our port bow: the Iago off 
our starboard quarter close to. us. 
We steered as directed and at about 
12:22, the second officer being on 
watch, sighted a submarine on our 
port bow—slightly on the port bow— 
steaming at right angles to our 
course. The submarine was in sight 
for about five minutes, when she sub- 
merged about right ahead of us. I 
saw her, but could not distingutsh or 
see any flag flying on her. 

“The Gulflight was then steering about 
due east, steaming about eight miles 
an hour, fiving a large American en- 
sign, size six feet by ten feet. The win-] 
was about south, about eight miles an 
hour in force. I personally observed 
our flag was standing out well to the 
breeze. Immediately after seeing the 
submarine I went aft and notified the 
crew and came back and went on the 
bridge and heard the captain make the 
remark that it must be a British sub- 
marine, as the patrol! boats took no no- 
tice of it.

He came to St. Luiso. six 
months ago, and had been working in 
i butcher shop near the Valenti home. 

Several of the boy’s schoolmates told 
detectives that/just before school toox 
up at 1 p. m. yesterday they saw 
man approach the Valenti boy near the 
entrance to the school yard and offer 
candy to him. 

In February, 1912, the boy's father, 
caused the arrest and conviction of 
Philip Viviano and Contrado Collogieo 
on a Black Hand charge.

NEW YORK, May  12.~—Theodore 
Roosevelt will say in an article entitled 
“Murder on the High Seas,” 

in the June Metropolitan Magazine: 
“The German submarines have é¢stab- 
lished no effective blockade of the Brit- 
ish and French coast lines. They have 
endeavored to prevent the access of 
French, British and neutral ships to 
Britain and France by attacks* upon 
them which defy every principle af in- 
ternational law as laid down in innum- 
erable existing treaties, including The 
Hague conventions. Many of these at- 
tacks have represented pure piracy, and 
not a few of them have been accompa- 
nied by murder on an extended scale. 
in the case of the Lusttania the scale 
was 80 vast that the murder became 
wholesale. 

A number of American ships has al- 
y ready teen torpedoed in similar fashion. 
In one cage the lives lost included not 
only of the American captain, but of 
his wife and little daughter. When the 
Lusitania sank some 1206 noncomba- 
tants. men, women and children, were 
drowneé). and more than a hundred of 
these were Americans. Centuries have 
paesed since any war vessel of a civ- 
ilized Power has shown such ruthiess 
brutality toward noncombatants, and es- 
pecially t. ward women and children. 

Cities Barbary Coast Pirates. 

The pirates of the Barbary Coast be- 
haved at times in similar fashion, until 
the civilizea4 nations joined in suppres- 
sing them; and the pirates, who were 
outcasts from among these civilized na: 
tions, «lan at one time perpetrated simi- 
lar deeds, until they were sunk or hung. 
Fiut none of these old-time pirates com- 
mitted murder on 80 vast a scale as in 
the case of the T.usitania. 

The day after the tragedy the news- 
papers reported in one column that in 
Queenstown there lay by the score the 
bodies of women and children s6me of 
the dead women still clasping the bodies 
of the little children they held in their 
arme when death overwhe'méed them. 
In another column they reported the 
glee expressed by the Berlin iournals 
at this ‘‘great victory of German na- 
val policy.’’ It was a victory over the 
defenseless and the unoffending and 
its signs and trophies were the bodies 
of tne murdered womer and children. 

The action of the German submae- 
rines in the cases ciled «an be juatified 
only by a plea which would ‘likewise 
justify the wholesale poisoning of wells 
in the path of a hostile army. or the 
shipping of infected raga into the cities 
of a hostile country; » plea which weuid 
justify the torture of prisoners and the 
reduction of captured women t0 the 
slavery of concubinage. 

Those who advance such a plea will 
accept but oné counter plea—strength— 
the strength and courage of the just 
man armed. 

When those who guide the military 
policy of a State hold up to the soldiers 
of their army, the “Huns’’ and the 
terror once cause by the ‘‘Huns,”’ for 
their imitation, they thereby render 
themselves responsible for the Hunnish 
deed which may follow. The destruc- 
tion of cities like Louvain and Dinant, 
the sciéntific vivisection of Belgium as 
a warning to othér nations, the hideous 
wrongdoing to civilians, men, women 
and children in Belgium and Northern 
France, in order therédy to terrorize 
the civilian population, all the deeds, 
and thoge like them, done on the land, 
have now been paralleled by what has 
happened on the sea. 

In the teeth of these things, we earn, 
as a nation measureless scorn and con- 
tempt if we follow the lead of those 
who exalt peace above righteousness, if 
we heed the voices of those feeble folk 
who bleat to high heaven that there is 
peace when there ig no peace. 


Attacks U. 8, Neutrality Stand. 

For many months our Government has 
preserved between right and wrong a 
‘‘neutrality’’ which would have ex- 
cited the emulous admiration of Pon- 
tius Pilate—the arch-typical neutral of 
all time. We have urged as a justi- 
fication for falling to do our duty 
in Mexico that to do so would bene- 
fit ‘‘American dollars.””

“We are at a critical stage! ‘n our for- 
eign relations growing out of the great 
European war,”’ he said. ‘“‘The belliger- 
ents on both sides have announced pol- 
icies with respect to the principles and 
rights of neutrals that are contrary to 
heretofore accepted principles of inter- 
national law. 
“Germany has not only announced but 
enforced, contrary to the laws of war, @ 
policy in her naval warfare by subma- 
rines and torpedoes, againet the wun- 
armed commercial ships of her enemy 
that is inhumane, not only to the de- 
fenseless subjects of ler enemy, but to 
the peaceable citizens of the United 
States traveling on board such ships and 
entitled to warning and rescue before 
such ships ara sunk. 
Done in Face of Protest, 

“This naturally arouses our deepest 
indignation. It was done in the face of 
of our protest against the assertion of 
any such declaration and our declara- 
tion that we would bold Germany to the 
strictest accountability for the loss of 
property or of our lives. 
“I agree that the inhumanity of the 
circumstances in the case now presses 
us on, but in the heat of just indigna- 
tion is not the best time to act, when 
uction involves such momentous conse- 
cuences and means untold loss of life 
and treasure. There are things worse 
than war, but delay due to calm delib- 
cration cannot change the situation or 
minimize the effect of, what we finally 
conclude to do. 

Give the People Time. 

“In the present condition of the war 
in Europe our action, if it is to bé ex- 
treme, will not lose efficacy by giving 
time to the neople whose war it will be 
to know what they are facing. 
“Under our Constitution, the President 
conducts our foreign affairs until Con- 
sress finds it necessary to declare war. 
Upon him is the acute responsibility in 
such a crisis. If he were to yield to the 
cry of the extremists and summon Con- 
gress to take extreme measures, he 
would have great influence with Con- 
gress under such a provocation. In- 
deed, the impulse to such action -has 
usually been stronger with Congress 
than with the executive. 
“But we must bear in mind that if 
we have a war, it is the people, the men 
and women, fathers and mothers, broth- 
ers and sisters, who must pay with 
lives and money the cost of it, and there- 
fore they should not be hurried into 
the needed sacrifice until it is clear 
that they wish it and know what they 
aré doing when they wish it. 
“For this reason, every President, with 
a respect for his oath and the rulé of 
the people, will in moments of popular 
excitement and just indignation pointing 
to war, act as a brake—will caution 
against haste—will hunt for some 
escape from the horrors of war con- 
s stent with dignity and patrioism, know- 
ing that if no alternative exists, Con- 
gress, in its constitutional power, after 
time for deliberation has disclosed the 
real popular oOpinior wi)! act.

Survivors’ Complaint Followed 
by More Thorough Search 
Being Made for Bodies.

QUEENSTOWN, May 10.—A_ Lusi- 
tania lifeboat bearing the bodies of 
three women and two boys, which 
has been adrift since last Friday, is 
reported ashore today near Baltimore 
on the South Irish Coast. 

There were no American first-cabin 
passengers among the 17 dead 
brought into Queenstown this morn- 
ing. They were the bodies of nine 
men and eight women who perished 
when the Lusitania sank, comprising 
those brought ashore at Baltimore 
and other Irish coast points. Three 
of the men were of the crew. 

The only body of a first-class pas- 
senger which was promptly identified 
was that of Percy Secombe, of Peter- 
borough, Ontario, son of the late 
Capt. C. W. Secombe of the Cunard 
line. His sister, .fiss Elizabeth Se- 
combe, still is missing. 

Slow progress is being made in the 
work of identification, as few rela- 
tives of passengers are now here and 
the authorities are relying only upon 
papers and trinkets found on the 
bodies. 

The names of James Harrison and 
A. P. Norris were found on papers in 
the pockets of two of the men, while 
that of K. Hickson was found on the 
body of oné woman. On the body of 
Harris0n was found a card of the 
Young Men's Christian Association of 
Bridgeport, Conn.

LONDON, May !2.—Anti-German riois 
in the East End of London were re- 
newed this morning with «ven greater 
violence than yesterday.

Clothiag Torn From Germans. 

A number of German establishments 
were raided and sacked and théetr con-. 
tents scattered over the streets. The 
Germans themselves were forced to g0 
into hiding. The police in some cases 
were defied by thé angry crowds and 
some officers were injured during the 
endeavors to protect the Teutons. The 
furniture and fittings of German houses 
and stores were hurled through windows 
io the streets. When the proprietors 
were caught they were severly mauled. 
In some cases their clothes were torn 
from their backs. 

One German was thrown into a horse 
trough with the reminder that his com- 
patriots had been spending their time 
drowning women and children. He was 
saved from a similar fate only by the 
intervention of the police. 

Outbreaks of particular severity oc- 
curred in the neighborhood of the 
East India docks. Sixty or 70 German 
shops were wrecked. Germans in the 
vicinity united for self-defense and 
police reinforcements were ruahed to 
the seene. 

A number of Ruésian Jewesses were 
flocking this morning to the police sta- 
tions in the East End and pleading for 
protection, explaining that they were 
being mistaken for Germens. 

Reports are reaching the police that 
private houses belonging to wealthy 
Germans in the fashionable West End 
are likely to be burned. Troops are in 
readiness to assist the police if neces- 
eary. 

Large placards in the windows of al- 
most all business houses and markets 
bear the words, ‘‘No business transacted 
with Germans.” 

The protest of the German citizens 
of Bradford against the course of the 
German Government in the torpedo- 
ing of the Lusitania is the first united 
public denunciation by naturalized 
Teutons expressing “horror and in- 
dignation at the German outrages.”

Internment Contemplated., 
Premier Asquith stated in the House 
of Commons today that the Cabinet was 
quite alive to the fact ‘“‘that the pro- 
gressive violation of the rules of civi- 
lized warfare and humanity by the ene- 
my, culminating in the sinking of the 
Lusitania,”” and the _ feelings thus 
aroused had made it necéssary to look 
beyond merely military considérations. 
The Government, therefore, was care- 
fully considering the practicability of 
the segregation and internment of alien 
énemies on a more comprehensive scale. 
The Premier added he hoped to make 
a more definite statement tomorrow. 
Lord Charles Beresford and William 
Joynson-Hicks presented separaté peti- 
tions in the House of Commons asking 
that the House decree the internment of 
all male alien enemies of military age 
and the removal of other alien enemies 
to places 50 miles or more from the 
coast. The petitions bore 600,900 signa- 
tures.

Only two were the 
bodies of Americans—Mrs. Stewart 
Mason of Boston and Mrs. Della Con- 
don, wife of Terence Condon of New 
York. 

Ten bodies from Baltimore and two 
from Castletownsend were expected to 
arrive at Queenstown yesterday after- 
noon on the tug Flying Fox, but an 
obdurate coroner insisted on a formal 
inquest before releasing them. Alfred 
‘swynne Vanderbilt's English secretary, 
Webb Wade entered a vigorous protest 
at this delay. 

There was considerable indignation 
among some of the survivors, who said 
that full measures to recover the float- 
ing dead kad not been adopted, but the 
Cunard officials said it was almost im- 
pPessible to charter tugs or other craft, 
as all of them had been commandeered 
by the British Admiralty. 

Search Now More Diligent. 
Following this, efforts are being 
made on a large scale to recover the 
dead. Not only are the tugs Flying 
Fox and Storm Cock cruising about 
the scene of the disaster, but a group 
of Admiralty patrol boats is scout- 
ing over a wide area. Beach patrols 
also are on the lookout from Queens- 
town to the southern tip of Ireland. 
One patrol boat has been designated 
to bring in any bodies recovered, 
leaving all the other vesséls to con- 
tinue the search, 

There are plenty of British war craft 
available for the search, but it is con- 
sidered that it would be inviting sub- 
marine attacks to cruise around the 
scene of the disaster. The Poolzee went 
as far south as Cape Clear and re- 
turned with quantities of the Lusi- 
tania’s lighter deck furniture. A misty 
rain was falling when the tug landed 
the dead. <A small crowd stood un- 
covéred as the bodies were carried into 
the Cunard offices. 

Three small children, only two of 
whom had been identified, brought 
home the horror more than anything 
éise. All three were found floating 
without life belts.

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GARRISON WARNS | 
CABINET CRISIS 
MAY BRING WAR 


Secretary Tells President and 
Associate Advisers Hostili- 
ties Would Be Almost Cer- 
tain to Follow a Severance 
of Diplomatic 
With Germany. 


URGES PREPARATION 
OF ARMY AND NAVY 


Keynote of Executive’s Plan 
Is “Strict Accountability” 
and Strong Action Is Fav- 
ored Lest Whole Fabric of 
International Law Col- 
lapse.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—When 
Cabinet met yesterday afternoon for a 
three-hour session, the longest for Many 
months, President Wilson for the first 
time made known his plan of actiom in 
the direction of “strict accountability.” 
He immediately made it plain to his ad- 
visers that he would stand squarely by 
his note of February 11, in which he 
declared that American ships and Amer- 
ican lives must not be destroyed. In 
that note the President said that Ger- 
many would be held “‘to strict accounta- 
bility” and that the United States 
would “take any steps it might be 
necessary to take’’ if the Kaiser’s navy 
harmed any citizens of this country in 
its threatened attacks on commerce in 
British waters. 

The note was discussed at length. The 
President told his official family that 
every declaration in his note will be 
sustained. He explained that it was 
carefully considered before it was sent 
to Germany, and it is his purpose now 
to deal ‘with Germany because of the 
Lusitania incident, according to the 
policy laid down by him at that time. 

Those conversant with the situation 
realize that if Germany does not re- 
nounce her present program of sub- 
marine warfare, involving the lives of 
American citizens, serious problems 
may arise. All the Cabinet members 
agreed that the President’s proposed 
plan of action in dealing with Germany, 
because of the Lusitania incident, should 
be carried out. 

The point was raised by Secretary 
Brayn and Postmaster-General Burleson 
that possibly the present difficulties 
might be adjusted in some manner less 
drastic than the severance of diplo- 
matic relations with Germany. They 
did not antagonize the plan proposed, 
but sought enlightenment. Both fully ac- 
quiesced in the method of procedure 
outlined by the President, making the 
endorsement unanimous. 

Garrison Warned War Might Follow. 

Secretary Garrison advanced the 
opinion that the President's plan, if 
made effective, must result in war 
between the United States and Ger- 
many. He reasoned that no other 
outeome could be possible if diplo- 
matic relations between the two 
countries were severed. 

The President did mot coincide 
with the wiews expressed by hia Sec- 
retary of War. He referred to prece- 
dents and said that in nine cases out 
of ten. where similar circumstances 
existed, actual hostilities did not fol- 


low. 

The plan of action was approved by 
Garrison. His point did not go beyond 
the belief that the outcome could not 
be anticipated and gauged from the be- 
ginning. 

It was the opinion at the Cabinet meet- 
ing that the President's action will not 
necessitate the convening of Congress 
in extraordinary session at this time. 
In the event that Germany should not 
receive in proper spirit President WiI- 
son’s rebuke for the killing of Ameri- 
cans on the Lusitania, then Congress 
may be assembled. 

The President believes from the let- 
ters and telegrams he has received that 
he will have the united support of the 
American people in whatever course he 
pursues. He believes that the extreme 
peace advocates will approve his policy 
in telling Germany that she has gone 
too far and violated the laws of nations 
and the proprieties of civilization. 

The President informed his official 
family that approximately all the data 
essential as a basis for final representa- 
tions to Germany had been obtained. 
The opinion was unanimous that expedi- 
tion, after proper deliberation, was de- 
sirable. 


While the Cabinet Ministers, and 
all other officials cognizant of the 
Presidcnt'’s plan, fully approve and 
applaud his course, there is a genera! 
feeling that the Government of 
Great Britain is not altogether gullit- 
leas, and that it has done great vio- 
lence not only te international law 
but to its own ideals by its paper 
blockade practices. It entered the 
War as the disinterested defender of 
neutral rights: but it has not re- 
garded neutral rights in its attempts 
to shut off all trade with Germany. 


There is even the admission that log- 
wally there is ground for the German 
protest that Great Britain was the first 
to violate the rights of neutrals on the 
high seas. While admitting this much, 
the opinion is equally emphatic that 
there is little in common between British 
and German offending: the one is con- 
sidered trespass and the other murder 
in the firat degree. 

The administration feels that the 
American people are sustaining it as 
no other administration has ever been 
sustained in a great crisis and it is de- 
termined to deserve that confidence.

Following his unequivocal 
opinion that war with Germany will fol- 
low the execution of the President’s 
Plan, Garrison declared it to be his 
firm belief that both branches of the 
military establishment should be placed 
in the best possible condition for an 
emergency. 

No action was taken regarding the 
plea of Secretary Garrison for strength- 
ening the army and navy. Funds and 
additional legislation would be required. 
The convening of Congress would be es- 
sential before betterment could be ob- 
tained. This feature was deferred for 
future developments. 

The opinion is general in admin- 
istration circles that unless the 
United States holds Germany to a 
strict accountability for the Lusita- 
nia massacre, the whole fabric of 
international law will collapse. There 
will be no law of nations except that 
of brute force. 

No decision has been announced rela- 
tive to calling a conference of neutral 
nations for the purpose of jointly pro- 
testing against Germany’s methods of 
warfare. It is unlikely this will be 
done. Almost every neutral Power al- 
ready has assured the President, through 
representatives in this city, of sympa- 
thy and support in his efforts to protect 
nonbelligerent commerce and lives. 
Senator William J. Stone of Missouri, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, discussed the Lusi- 
tania incident with President Wilson 
for a few minutes immediately before 
the Cabinet meeting. The Senator de- 
clared as he left the White House that 
he did not know what President Wil- 
son plans to do in the great crisis which 
confronts him as the head of the na- 
tion. 

“Problem Belongs to President.” 
“The problem belongs peculiarly to 
President Wilson,”’ said Senator Stone. 
“He is big enough and brave enough to 
bear it alone, as he must do.

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PEACE IDEA PREDOMINATES 


Some Fear Germany May Gain 
Wrong Impression of What 
American Sentiment Is.

NEW YORK, May 12.—Extracts from 


leading editorials in New York papers 
today on President Wilson's Philadel- 
phia speech and on late developments in 
the situation growing out of the sinking 
of the Lusitania are as follows: 


WORLD: It is with a lordly air of 
condescension that Germany now avows 


a willingness to recognize some of the 
rights of neutrals at sea. oso far as this 


is a modification of the decree of Feb. 
4 and an apology for the crimes that 
have attended that proclamation, it will 
be accepted as slight indication of re- 
turning sanity. 

We are to remember, however, that in- 
ternational law is no more potent in pro- 
tection of neutral ships than it is in 
safeguarding the lives of those, being 
noncombatants, traveling upon the mer- 
chant ships of the enemy. Von Tirpitz 
today admits that he cannot, with his 
submarine assassins, rule neutral ships 
off the ocean. The same high author- 
ity which he now. Feeognizes in their 
case must eventually bring him to rea- 
son as regards neutral rights on mer- 
chant ships of every description. 

The present retreat by the German 
admiralty is almost as impudent as the 
original order, for it is hased upon the 
theory that a civilized nation, without 
a single legitimate ship of war at sea, 
is in a position to lay down metes and 
bounds for the commerce of the world. 
Germany can exert no power over the 
commerce of the world except as it uses 
its submarines in violation of the law of 
the world. 

We are going to have international! law 
and not Prussian law at sea. We are 
going to have international law not in 
part but in its ertirety. We are not go- 
ing to bargain with Germany for this 
right. The bullies of Berlin have re- 
treated half way. They are going to re- 
treat all the way. 

Not because we ares*or war, but be- 
cause we are for p .ce, we rejoice in 
the fact that early yesterday morning 
the President announced that at Phila- 
delphia the evening before he was not 
thinking of the Lusitania when he said: 

“There is such a thing as a man being 
too proud to fight. There is such a 
thing as a nation being so right that 
ic does not need to convince others by 
force that it is right.” 

Whatever these words may mean as 
abstractions, if applied to condijions now 
existing in a world cursed by lawless 
war, they are bound to be misinterpret- 
ed. They have been misinterpretd. No 
doubt they w'tt be misinterpreted again 
spite of the qualification 
that now accompanies them, by those 
in Berlin who mistakenly assume and 
are in danger of acting upon the as- 
sumption that the rights and privileges 
of a nation of 100,000,000 may be assailed 
with impunity. 

There is no surer way to thrust the 
great republic into the arena of strife 
than to encourage the idea, already too 
firmly held in some quarters, that we 
are inclined to meet insult and outrage 
with nothing more terrible than superior 
airs and fine phrases. 

It is widely believed that if Great 
Britain had be “ly arrayed itself on the 
side of Russia nd France, immediately 
after the Ser in crisis appeared, last 
July, Germar would have prevented 
war. In one.» his dispatches a week 
before hostilities began, M. Sasonoff, 
Russian Foreign Minister, made an ap- 
peal on these grounds to the Govern- 
ment in London. It fell on deaf ears. 
* * * British statesmen actually en- 
couraged war while they strove unavail- 
ingly for peace. By their words and 
their lack of words they convinced Ger- 
many that they would not fight. That 
meant war, and it was a war of such 
character that Britain itself. devoted to 
peace and platitudes as it has been of 
late, found within one tragic week that 
it could not escape. 

We are dealing with Germany today 
as Great Britain was, less than a year 
ago. We have bad due warning of its 
purposes. We know its methods. If we 
flinch, Germany advances. If we hold 
fast, Germany reflects. The essence of 
Prussianism is contempt of a coward. 
The substance of Prussianism is force. 
Prussianism glorifies force. It is sub- 
servient to it at home. It is the one 
thfng abroad that it respects. 

Those who interpret the ideas of the 
American people assume a great re- 
sponsibility. They must speak truly, 
and they must speak comprehensively. 
We value peace, but we do not fear war. 
It is of vital importance that the lines 
shall always be sharply drawn between 
America the hope of the world and 
American the valiant defender of that 
hope when it is ruthlessly assailed 

Mr. Wilson has spoken of pride and 
fight and of force and right. These words 
have a wide application in a country 
that never takes arms without extreme 
provocation. We havee& pride that will 
make us fight. We have rorce enough 
to punish wrong and vindicate right. Let 
there be no illusions on this score in 
Berlin or elsewhere. In this instance, 
as in many another, truth makes for 
peace.

Head of Catholic College Dies.

City’s Few Rich Men Apparently 
Not Educated to Supporting 
Orchestra, Rabbi Asserts. 


HOW IT IS DONE IN EUROPE 


Tells of Boston and New York 
Orchestras Being Sustained 
Through Private Generosity. 


By DR. LEON HARRISON. 
Rabbi of Temple Israel. 


The Symphony Orchestra needs the 
help of public-spirited St. Louisans. It 
must have a guarantee fund of $50,000 
for the coming year. 

The money received at the box office 
coes not begin to pay for fine music or 
for classical drama. In European coun 
tries, therefore, both music and the 
theaters are endowed by the Govern 
ment. They receive state aid; or a sub- 
vention from the municipality. The Ger- 
mans and the French, for instance, who 
sre in the foremost rank of music lovers 
and music makers, clearly realize that 
in order to have the best music the com- 
munity must step in and do its share; 
whether it be in the form of govern- 
1rental aid or of private endowment. 

Now, our people are not disposed in 
America to endow the theater, or the 
cpera, or our great symphony orches- 
tras in any governmental way. Many 
generous individuals, however, in other 
«reat American cities have felt that in. 
cividual initiative and munificence shoul] 
do what the Government itself cannot 
at present undertake in this country. 

And thus through private generosity 
the Thomas Orchestra of Chicago has 
been created and sustained and also the 
celebrated symphony orchestras of Bos- 
ton and New York. 

People Must Do for Themselves. 

In a word, it is something that the 
people must do for themselvés—either a 
few rich men or many average men. And 
as, in this community, the few rich 
men have apparently not been educated 
up to the point of thus supporting the 
best music in the city for the benefit of 
all the people, it becomes necessary for 
the community to step in and help; for 
the men and women that have been lis- 
tening to the wonderful music of 
peethoven and Tschaikowsky and Wag- 
1er and the other masters, to put their 
shoulder to the wheel and give a little 
more to this splendid cause that means 
culture, inspiration and pure esthetic 
joy. 

And it should mean more than that to 
each and every St. Louisan. Our Sym- 
phony Orchestra means, of course, mu- 
sical education. It speaks a language 
of its own. It is the noblest and high- 
est expression of the human spirit. Bu: 
the point is that in voicing all this it 
represents what is finest and best in 
our community life. It should be a 
source of pride to every St. Louisan to 
point to the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra and to say: “This is one of 
the great tnstitutions of my city. This 
wonderful organization that I am sup- 
porting and every enlightened citizen is 
helping is one of the evidences that we 
possess a higher civilization. We have 
not only an art gallery, not only com- 
mon schools, not only universities, but 
also this supreme instrument. responsive 
to every emotion, that consoles, liber- 
ates, awakens and inspires—the Sym- 
phony Orchestra.”’ 

Asks Free-Will Offering. 

I plead, therefore, with the good peo- 
ple of St. Louis to bring a free-will of- 
fering in this good cause. Send in a 
contribution, however small, to make it 
possible for the city of St. Louis to susg- 
tain this wonderful body of artists, led 
by a man of great gifts—an orchestra 
that has already enhanced to,a marked 
degree the musical reputation and 
standing of St. Louis among the great 
cities of the land. 

Let each of us for the moment forget 
our little self-interest and help this bis 
community interest. Let us make St 
Louisans proud of their city by giving 
them a city to be proud of. Help now, 
when help is needed, to continue and 
strengthen among us this great bods 
of gifted musicians, who not only add 
to our rational joys, but help to give 
life a deeper meaning and loftier ideals.

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TAGH TELLS WHAT. 
MORE MONEY WILL 


Conductor Says String Instru- 
ment Section Should Be En- 
larged to Enrich the Sound. 


PLANS TO WIDEN PROGRAM 


Suggests More of Modern Works 
and Some “Pop” Concerts 
at Nights. 


By MAX ZACH. 
Conducior of the Symphony Orchestra 
Every phase of the orchestra has at 
some time been discnased. whether it 
be the size or tne organization. its 
artistic make-up, the length of its sea- 
son, its concerts in other cities, or the 
programs. Any one of these subjects 
is well-nigh inexhaustible. 

We all are of the opinion that the 
orchestra should be enlarged. Not for 
the present in the wind instrument sec- 
tion, but in the string instrument sec- 
tion. I say for the present, because the 
ideal size of an orchestra is one which 
enables the conductor to double his 
wood-wind and horns occasionally—a 
manner of enriching the sound of an 
orchestra which has come in vogue dur- 
ing the last 15 years—a size which en- 
ables him also to widen and to mod- 
ernize his programs, for many of the 
most modern works demand an extraor- 
dinary array of wind instruments, Still, 
a great deal can be done—and I hope we 
have given ample proof of that—with 
what is professionally called single har- 
mony. It is, therefore, to the’ string 
department that we must look for a 
greater volume of sound. 

Troubles the Horns Cause. 

The standard size for symphony or- 
chestras has come to be 16 first vio- 
lins, 14 to 16 second violins, 10 to 12 
violas, 10 celli and 8 double basses. In 
the last group, particularly, our orches- 
tra suffers from the pecullar condition 
of “‘doubling.*’ The heavier the orches- 
tration of a composition the smaller 
our number of basses. We have seven 
of them, but one “doubles” on tuba, 
the other on bass clarinét—and the fun- 
dament of the orchestra becomes weak- 
er. Seven basses might do if they 
were permitted to remain there. 

What is the remedy for this condition? 
Money, sufficient to employ a man just 
for the tuba, and one for the bass 
clarinet, and enough money to remedy 
other defects. At present we subtract 
too many men from our string choir 
to supply extra instruments. Thus we 
lose one second violin player when a 
third trumpet is needed, another for 
additional percussion work, a viola play- 
er for the fourth trumpet, and having 
none too many at best in either group, 
it leaves us poorly off just when we 
ought to have a great many to counter- 
balance the augmented: brass section. 
St. Louis will hear the Boston or- 
chestra this fall—a living example of 
ideal conditions. The artistic makeup of 
the orchestra and the length of the sea- 
son are, as unreasonable as it may 
sound, very closely connected features 
of our organization. 

Urges a Longer Season, 

Make it worth while for good players 
to come to our city and they will be 
attracted easily. The musician is not 
really a migratory bird. He is very 
much of that genus that says: “Ubi 
bene, ebi patria’’—where I can make my 
living I will stay. 

But we are not very inviting with 
just 20 weeks. We have at times lost 
kood men because of our short season. 
Again the remedy is money, plenty of 
it—money that will make it possible for 
us to extend our work. 

A few weeks more of symphony work, 
a few “pop” concerts at night, such as 
Boston has had with one interruption 
since 1887, such as Philadelphia is try- 
ing for the first time this spring—a few 
week of touring through our own South- 
west territory and then possibly a sum- 
mer season in St. Louis for as many 
of the orchestra as care to play, and 
you would have the bait for the valua- 
ble man from elsewhere and something 
for our local musicians, many of whom 
dread the sort of work they have to do 
after the season is over in order to 
eke out an existence. 

Novelties Now in Demand. 

In my programs I have tried to cover 
the field as well as possible. I have 
had to omit from consideration some 
works simply because their acquisition or 
performance was too expensive, or be- 
cause I felt that their value did not war- 
rant 
the expense of buying them for a sin- 
gle performance. Yet our duty is- be- 
coming plainer every day; that we mus* 
produce these works no matter what 
financial difficulties they offer, for our 
public, in spite of reactionaries, is be- 
coming more inquisitive and wishes to 
be kept au courant as to the matter of 
novelties. That does not say by any 
means that the “classics” need or will 
be neglected. 

I always have considered our concerts 
in other cities of value to those cities 
as well as to ourselves, only I hope that 
we may be able to also play in cities 
that have heard orchestras before. that 
we may get an opportunity to measuré 
up with other orchestras. I hope w? 
may play not necessarily in cities which 
have their own well established orches- 
tras which supply them with all the 
concerts they need, but in places like 
Cleveland, Columbus. Layton, Toledo 
and half a dozen others. If again | 
say that money will make it possibi+ 
[ may appear mercenary, yet I am sure 
there are many who see matters from 
the same angle. Our different needs 
are like the spokes of a wheel that only 
becomes a wheel when a hub supporis

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TOACT RIGHT, SAYS 
“SENATOR. REED 


He Condemns Both Acceptance 
of Passengers for Lusitania 
and Sinking of Ship.. 


United States Senator Reed, who came 
from Kansas City last night to address 
the Business Men’s League at noon to- 
day, in commenting on the Lusitania 
disaster this morning, declared to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that this is a 
time for the American people to keep 
cool if ever they kept cool, 
and to leave the whole.matter in the 
hands of President Wilson. He said 
that it would be a mistake, until all 
the facts are in hand, to indulge in 
any considerable public discussion . of 
what the country ought to do. Talk of 
preparing reserve defense funds, he 
thought, is calculated at this time to do 
more harm than good. 3 
“To load passengers on a. ship that 
contains munitions of war,” he said, 
“was utterly inexcusable. To sink a 
ship containing those passengers is un- 
justifiable by any rule of international 
law and against every law of God- and 
man. ; 
“But above all things, let us keep 
cool. We should await all explanations 
and then we can trust to the American 
people to do whatever is wise and pa- 
triotic. We can safely leave it to the 
President. Woodrow Wilson is not a 
coward nor a poltroon, neither is he 1 
man who speaks without consideration 
or one who 1s going to say. something 
that will stir up unnecessary acts of 
folly. He is sure to act right when he 
does act, and the American people wili 
be back of him.” eB 
Leprecates Inflammatory Talk. 
The Senator said he deprecated in- 
flammatory talk that our nation is not 
in position to defend itself and jingoistic 
urging to build up our military forces. 
There is no more real occasion to dis- 
cuss these things now than there ever 
has been and. to do so might becloud the 
issues rather than clear them, he said: 
“The United States has never been 01 
a war footing but once, and that was a 
tew days following Appomatox,’’ he 
said. “It has never needed to be and 
does not need to be. There isn’t a na- 
tion in the world that wishes to attack 
vs. England, for instance, with its 
great fleet, if it were not otherwise en- 
gaged, might come over here and bom- 
bard our coast cities. But what then? 
It would know that there wculd come a 
time of great and fearful retribution.”’ 
The Senator said there wouid be plen- 
ry of time for the United States to pre- 
pare for any action that it ~ight deter. 
mine on. The important thing, above 
all, he declared, is for the country not 
to get excited. 
“Business Regulation Inevitable.” 
In his,speech at the. Business 
Men’s League luncheon Senator Reed 
déclared that the country’s financial 


| experiences of the Jast few months 


have shown that Governmental regu- 
lation of business is not only neces- 
sary but inevitable, He argued that 
it was for the business men to say 
whether the regulation should be 
done wisely and with their co-opera- 
tion or by demagogues. He does not 
think the required legislation should 
be done by men inexperienced.in-busi- 
ness and the law but that it should 
be accompanied by the widest possi- 
ble. publicity and discussion. 

He challenged, as. made for politi- 
cal effect, statements that much re- 
cent legislation and agitation has 
been harmful to business and found 
his proof in the history of great pan- 
ics which he went into in some de- 
tail. 

' “The lesson to ke gathered from all 
the panics of 40 years, he said, “is 
that they have been occasioned by the 
uncurbed license of business institu- 
tions.” 

“Whatever depression there is to- 
day is dfrectly due to causes outside 
the control of the Federal Govern- 
ment. Bad conditions have been ex- 
aggerated, and we are now entering 
upon a period of renewed business 
activity and of strength.” 

No Failures of Banks. 

The European war, he continued, 
has brought about conditions which, 
if they had -existed previously, would 
have made it almost impossible for 
American business to weather the 
storm. He commented upon the fact 
that there had been no failures of 
banks and no general movements to- 
wards receiverships. 

“If a few speculators,” he said, 
“could produce-the‘ panic of 1907 and 
close every bank in the country; and 
if at this hour in the presence of the 
greatest war of all history and dis- 
turbances incident thereto, our finan- 
cial institutions have stood like the 
rock of Gibraltar, then these pessi- 
mistic and critical gentlemen would 
do well to. ascertain. whether the 
Governmental activities have not been 
of a beneficial nature.” 

The Senator then read a detailed 
list of the various industries which 
are showing increased business ac- 
tivity.

BERLIN, May 12.—The attention of 
Baron Mumm von Schwarzenstein, who 
after long years of diplomatic service 


is now occupying a high position in the 
German Foreign Office, has been called 
to the sharp criticisms of Germany in 
the American press in connection with 
the sinking of the Lusitania, the words 
attributed to Former President Roose- 
velfi that the sinking of the Lusitania 
was, the greatest act of piracy in history 
being especially emphasized. The Baron 
authorized the following statement: 

“If Mr. Roosevelt used these words, 
then he hurled an insult at the whole 
German people which we bitterly resent, 
even at a time when we have to submit 
io the hatred and falsity of enemies and 
former friends. He insulted, without 
excuse, men who, fearless of death, dis - 
charged their duty to the Fatherland in 
the hour of need, without hope of booty. 


Defends Germany’s Course, 
“Tt was only after England declared 
the whole North Sea a war zone, with- 
out maintaining an effective blockade, 
that Germany, with precisely the same 
right,. declared the waters around En- 
giand a war zone and announced her 
purpose of sinking all hostile commer- 
cial vessels found therein, ‘whereby it 
would not always be possible to avoii 
en@angering the crews and passengers.’ 
“In the case of the Lusitania the 
Gefman Ambassador even further 
wafhed Americans through the great 
American newspapers against taking 
lage thereon.

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CONSIDERED AS AN 
ACT OF REPRISAL 


Prof. Edmunds Finds No Justi- 
fication for Germany Under 
International Law. 


By STERLING E. EDMUNDS. 
Lecturer on International Law, 
Lovis University Law School. - 
The expression of sympathy of the 


Germar Government communicated to 
the United States over the loss of Amer- 
ican lives on the Lusitania nowhere re- 
veals any intention that the German 


St. 


Government will desist from its delib- 


erate warfare upon defenseless civilians, 
belligerent and neutral. Hence we must 
expect repetitions of such disasters as 
the war proceeds. 

The responsibility rests with the Brit- 
ish Government, says the communica- 
tion, through the British Government’s 
plan of starving the civilian population 
of Germany and thereby forcing Ger- 
many to resort to retaliatory measures. 
That reprisals are sanctioned as a 
means of meeting the illegitimate acts 
of an enemy is beyond question, how- 
ever shocking they may be to the sense 
of mankind in the suffering of the inno- 
cent for the guilty. They are the only 
means left to a belligerent to compel an 
enemy to desist from unlawful practices. 
It is an extreme measure of self-help, 
supplying the deficiency of any central 
coercive power under international law. 

But their exercise is not without some 
agreed limitations, as for in stance, (1) 
that they should be admitted only in 
extreme cases of absolutely certain vio- 
lations of the rules of legitimate war- 
fare; (2) that the acts performed by way 
of reprisal must not be excessive, but 
in proportion to the particular violation; 
(3) that they must never exceed the de- 
gree of the violation committed by the 
enemy; (4) that they must, have regard 
to the laws of humanity and morality. 

Germany’s Complaints. 

Do the submarine reprisals of Ger- 
many upon British merchant ships fulfiil 
these conditions? Let’ us see in what 
Great Britain’s acts of war are illegiti- 
mate. The principal complaint is that 
Great Britain has so enlarged her con- 
ditional contraband list as to include 
foodstuffs consigned for civilian use in 
Germany. Foodstuffs destined for civil- 
ian consumption in an enemy country 
are generally not capturable as con- 
traband. But Great Britain. maintains 
that as Germany has taken over the dis- 
tribution of food among civilians, any 
food consigned to civillans in Germany 
is practically destined to the Govern- 
ment and therefore becomes contraband. 
That there # some logic in the British 
argument must be admitted. 

The German submarine reprisals were 
initiated under this state of facts: it 
Wast not until later, by way of coun- 
ter-reprisal against Germany's illegal 
acts that the so-called British blockade 
against Germany was undertaken. The 
reports from Germany, official and un- 
Official, are that the German people 
are in no danger of starvation, in view 
of which the stoppage of foodstuffs con- 
signed to Germany has little effect be- 
yond tending to reduce Germany’s com- 
Inercial well-being. That the enemies 
of Germany are attempting to make the 
German people feel the pinch of want 
there can be no doubt, but it seems 
equally certain that no German is in 
danger of starvation as a result. 

Tests of the Four Rules. 

It would appear very plain then, by 
the test of the first rule of reprisals, 
that it is not clear bevond doubt that 
the British stoppage of foodstiffs con- 
signed to Germany is illegal; by the test 
of the second rule, even if it is conceded 
tc be illegal, the wanton taking of 
eivilian lives by Germany is excessive 
and grossly disproportionate to the Brit. 
ish violation; by the test of the third 
rule, the German reprisals far exceed 
the degree of the British offense: and 
by the test of the fourth rule every 
canon of humanity is ovtrage. 

Reprisals in essense constitute the lex 
talionis in international law. But Great 
Britain has taken no German civilian 
lives wantonly or with premeditation 
On the contrary, she has protected 
German civilians on captured German 
vessels and she has jeopardized the 
safety of her own war vessels to rescue 
German forces from their sinking war- 
ships. <An official British statement in 
making this assertion added that there 
is no recorded instance where a German 
war vessel ever attempted to rescue a 
British sailor when his warship went 
down. 

There is further to be considered 
the admissibility of reprisals otherwise 
regular, that violently invade the rights 
of neutrals. That Germany's reprisals 
do set aside the acknowledged rights of 
American citizens upon the high sea 
there is no question. Not only Amer- 
ican rights, but those of practically al] 
neutrals are thus overridden. 


“Indefensible Lawlessness.” 
“It is difficult, then, to look upon the 


German submarine policy as reprisal at 
all, so flagrantly does it exceed all 
heretofore acknowledged practice and 
conception. It appears on the contrary 
as a policy of indefensible lawlessness 
entered upon deliberately to overawe 
and stun a helpless world into a demand 
for peace from the very horror created. 
The Gegnan plea that British mer- 
chant vessels are armed has been fully 
answered with the citation of the estab- 
lished rule that merchant vessels armed 
for defense do not by the fact become 
war vessels, and may not lawfully be 
attacked unless they initiate hostile ac- 
tion or refuse to obey a summons to 
submit to search.

While we can not know the mind 
of the British Admiralty, the ex- 
planation is probably to be found in 
the established rule of international 
law that a merchant vessel sailing 
under convoy of enemy men-of-war is 
considered by that fact to be in a 
state of forcible resistance. And we 
know the further rulé of law that 
resistance on the part of a merchant- 
man may sacrifice the safety of pas. 
sengers and crew and relieve the

no quarrel with any over the 
disaster. We should then have to look 
to the British Government for risk- 
ing the lives of civilians on the 
chance of saving the property in the 
ship. Germany would be vindicated. 
The very weakness of a merchant 
vessel constitutes its strength, under 
the law of nations, making inviolate 
the safety of those on board. 

The British Government may as- 
sume the risks of convoy in its own 
discretion where its own subjects are 
concerned solely, but it is of doubtful 
wisdom where convoy may jeopar- 
dize the lives of neutral citizens.

DYING; 2 WIVES

One Who Was Divorced Years

Joseph L. Griswold is dying at the 
Laclede Hotel, of which he is the sole 
owner, while his wife, his divorced wife 
and his daughter by his first marriage 
are at his bedside.

HAT is generally regarded as having been the greatest tennis team 
that ever competed for the Davis International Tennis Trophy was 
broken up by the announcement yesterday that Anthony F. Wilding 

of New Zealand had been killed in the fighting at the Dardanelles.

Wilding was a second lieutenant in the — marines. 


With Norman E. Brookes, Wilding 
made up the first string of the Aus- 
tralian team which last year won 
the world’s championship from the 
American team at the West Side Ten- 


nis Courts, New York. 

Brookes was thought by many to 
be the greatest tennis player in the 
world, if not ae strongest. But it 
is doubtful if he} was the superior of 
Wilding, who, because of his great 
endurance, was formidable in long 
FtrEsetes. Each had beaten the other 
in the British championships. Also, 
each owned victories over the great 
American player, Maurice McLough- 
lin, although the American won from 
both in last year’s matches here. 

Wildin and Brookes both beat 
Norris lliams in the nameles re 
at Long Island last year, while the 
team-work of the Australian pair 
in the doubles completed the rout of 
the Americans. 


Best Doubles Team of All. 


As a “doubles” pair, it is consid- 
ered probable that no team that ever 
played equalled Wilding and Brookes 


—not even the famous Doherty broth- 
ers, who were also on the list of 
Davis cup champions. 

Dwight Davis of this city, donor 
of the cup, and himself a member of 
the winning Davis Cup team of 1900, 
is among the many admirers of the 
great Australians’ style of play. Da- 
vis “eer out of competition be- 
fore either Brookes or Wilding ap- 
cares in the list of internationalists, 
fn 1915, and thus never played 
against either. He has watched both 
in matches played in this country, 
however. 

Wilding was born in New Zealand 
in 1883. From the age of 16 he won 
a succession of tournaments in the 
Britigh Isles, and at one time or an- 
other held every important cham- 
pionship. By many he was rated as 
the the greatest player the game ever

He first appeared in 
the avis cup matches in 1905, and 
in 1908, wit Brookes, sucessfully 
defended the trophy in Australia. 

After Great Britain captured the 
cup, and it was won in turn by the 
United States, Wilding and Brookes 
came to this country last summer and 
met McLaughlin and Williams, rep- 
resenting the United States, in the 
finals at the West Side Tennis Club, 
Lous Island. 

Wilding, at the time of his death, 

was a second lieutenant in the Royal

wife of George Breckenridge, president 
of the Phoenix Planing Mill Co. She ob- 
tained a divorce from him in 1887 after 
he had tried to have her declared of un- 
sound mind. 

Mrs. Groves, in her defense, contended 
her mother felt aggrieved because the 
sons had sided with their father and this 
was the reason she virtually disinherited 
them.

Addresses to the jury were made 
by Attorney John F. Green, for the 
defendant, former Judge Charles 
Claflin Allen, couinsel for the Trust 
company, former Judge Hugh 
Muench, attorney for the plaintiffs, 
and Joseph A. Wright, guardian and 
attorney for Preston Kavanaugh, a 
minor orphan grandchild of Mrs. 
Breckenridge, and who was left $500 
in the will. Judge Allen said even 
if Mrs. Breckenridge was eccentrie¢, 
she was no worse than most people, 
including himself and Judge Muench,

As one who takes a deep interest in his city 
and one who has a deep regard for all dumb ani- 
mals and a desire for the development of the 
gentler side of the nature of our children, I wish 
to protest against the continuation of the Zoo 
in Forest Park. With all our people I beg for 
the present care, but also for an early disposition 
of these poor caged brutes and birds, starved for 


~ Hght, air and proper food; diseased and doing a 


guiltless penace for the idle whims of children, 
young and old, breeding in them a thoughtless- 
ness almost criminal. 

I wish to protest also against the expenditure 
of the $15,000 as proposed, in an effort at make- 
shift repairs and betterments which can only pro- 
Icng the agony of the inmates and put off the day 
of dissolution. 

I would like to make a suggestion as to the 
expenditure of this $15,000, which I believe would 
be worth many times any fancied value of a Zoo, 
and yet furnish all the delights of an animal col- 
lection. 

Let us have a Missour! Domestic Animal Zoo. 

Instead of camels and buffalo, let us have a few 
Holstein, Jersey and Shorthorn cows and calves. 
Thousands of St. Louis people haven’t seen a cow 
for years and other thousands would not know a 
Hereford from a Red Polled animal. 

Let us have some chickens, turkeys, ducks and 
geese instead of cranes, storks and pelicans. Let 
the children learn about Rhode Leland Reds, 
Biack Minorcas, Buff Plymouth Rocks. A con- 
crete example of the profit and pleasure of poul- 
try raising would be worth much to any child of 
the city. 

Personally, the sight of a Missouri! mule colt is 
more interesting than an anteater or a Gila mon- 
ster, and a Red or Berkshire wee-squeal more ex- 
citing than a grizzly. I believe such a Zoo would 
gladly be donated to the city by the farmers and 
fanciers of the State. 

Such a Zoo would be filled With home animals, 
well uged to walls and fences, acclimated and fa- 
millar with man. As against this we have a col- 
lection from all quarters of the globe, from the 
tropics and the arctics, living on strange food in 
a different climate, breaking every habit and 
mode of their lives and worse than all, neglected. 
What must it mean to'the poor beasts who with 
the best of care cannot exist for ‘long, slowly dy- 
ing, to make a questionable holiday. 

Can we not begin now the gradual elimination 
of this blot upon our city, and replace it with 
something nearer to our ideals of practical senti- 
mentality?

THE PRESIDENT’S NOTE. 

No rational American can find fault with the 
terms of the note President Wilson is to send to 
Germany as outlined in the news report of Tues- 
day’s Cabinet meeting. Demanding reparation 
for illegal attacks on American ships and for 
American lives lost in the sinking of the Lus!- 
tania, without warning, the President will insist 
upon respect for our rights as neutrals and 
compliance with international law and agzee- 
ments. 

It is stated that in the event of an unsatis- 
factory reply from Germany Washington will 
take drastic diplomatic action to obtain our de- 
mands. What may follow, however, will depend, 
as the Post-Dispatch has said, upon Germany’s 
attitude. Doubtless we will first exhaust the 
‘resources of diplomacy, but we cannot submit to 
a policy of lawlessness and murder on the ocean. 

While insisting upon our own rights and rep- 
aration for our own injuries we might greatly 
strengthen our position and influence and avert 
the possibility of war by forming a league of 
neutral states to enforce the common rights of 
neutrals and restore law and civilized usages on 
the seas. This would be a league, not now for 
peace, although it might become potent for that 
end, but for law and civilization in war. 

All of the neutral nations have suffered. All 
will suffer unless conditions of warfare are 
changed. Mankind will suffer if international 
law and obligations are not preserved. 

A working combination of neutral states would 
primarily exert great influence upon belligerents. 
It would have power. By outlawing nations that 
persisted in lawless methods and acts it would 
exert strong moral force on belligerents. It 
could support its moral power with heavy ma- 
terial weight. It could determine the outcome of 
the war and compel peace. 

Such an international combination under the 
leadership of the United States might prove of 
inestimable benefit in preserving amid the mad- 
ness of war the principles of justice and the 
practices of civilization. It would promote the 
welfare of mankind. Upon it might be built 
eventually the structure of an international fed- 


eration. 


TWO VANDERBILTS. 

One Vanderbilt furnished the key to his own 
spirit and temperament in his saying, “The pub- 
lic be d——,” but another and later Vanderbilt 
on a wrecked ship gave his life belt to a strange 
woman. The Vanderbilt who sacrificed his life 
for another is an offset for the Vanderbilt who 
lived to himself alone.

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PAREWAY AND SEGREGATION. 

Mayor Kiel’s flat-footed statement should end 
any erroneous impression that the approval of 
the parkway project will be a preliminary to leg- 
islation for segregating negro residents of St. 
Louis in particular sections of the city. 

The Board of Aldermen can incorporate the 
fanciful segregation idea into law only by over- 
riding the Mayor’s veto. And if an attempt is 
made to pass it under the initiative, Mayor Kiel 
promises to get out on the stump and fight the 
proposal to his utmost ability. 

There is no connection between the parkway 
and segregation and only enemies of the former 
pretend that there is. The parkway is entitled 
to the votes of all progressive St. Louisans, col- 
ored as well as white. The weird segregation idea 
is impractical from the legislative standpoint and 
impossible from the judicial standpoint. 

SERVING OUR HOME TOWN. 

A man grown tired of hearing his neighbors 
knock the home town sat down one night at a 
table, whittled his pencil to a point and on a 
piece of wrapping paper dashed off this com- 


mentary: 


If you want to live in the kind of a town 
Like the kind of a town you like, 

You needn't pack your clothes in a grip 
And start on a long, long hike. 


You'll only find what you left behind, 
For there’s nothing that’s really new. 
It's a knock at yourself when you Knock your 


town,— 
It isn’t your town, its YOU. 


Real towns are not made by men afraid 
Lest somebody else gets ahead; 

Where everyone works and nobody shirks 
You can raise a town from the dead. 


And if, while you make your personal stake, 
Your neighbor makes one, too, 

Your town will be what you want it tc be,— 
It isn't your town, it’s YOU. 


We like the spirit of that rough rhyme. We 
like its loyalty to the old home burg, and its 
frank placing of the blame for any defects in 
the town. It sounds like Walt Mason. We don't 
know. We just found it floating. If it is good 
old Walt’s, we are confident we can get him the 
indorsement of all real town builders for elec- 
tion to the American Academy. 

There are knockers in all towns, but they do 
not utter the American spirit. The American 
spirit says: . 


Lives there a man with soul so dead 
He never to himself has said: 

“This is my own, my native stadt; 
Knock at your peril, Stranger! What?’ 


There are two ways to defend one's home town 
against the stranger's supercilious criticism and 
the slow decay of self-satisfied sloth. One way 
ia to challenge the stranger’s slur at—well, say 
ata line of old rookeries like those which front 
our Union Depot—and to paste him in the eye. 
The other way is to keep hustling, spying out 
the best that other cities get and cheerfully foot- 
‘Ing the bill to excel it in our own town. For 
example, Kansas City beats St. Louis a Mormon 


block in the matter of parkways and boulevards. 
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ought to rally like a swarm of bees and vote for 
our proposed parkway, so to reassert this town's 
pre-eminence in Missouri in all that testifies to 
civic pride and fosters civic healthfulness and 
beauty. 

And we haven't any doubt our folks are going 
to do just that. If we failed, Kansas City people 
would—but we won't give ’em the chance. 
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GETTING CITY JOBS ON FITNESS. 

Chairman Thomas H. Rogers wisely takes the 
public into his confidence by detailing the 
handicaps and annoyances experienced in substi- 
tuting the merit system for the spoils system. 

Attempts by office-holders and ward leaders to 
bring pressure on the board to perpetuate ap- 
pointments by pull instead of on competency 
have been ingenious. But efforts at blackmail 
by cutting off appropriations needful to the 
board’s activities, threats to visit on Mr. Rogers 
the displeasure of his own party and intercession 
by influential business’ men of only incidental 
association with politics have been futile, so far 
as altering the board’s purpose to execute the 
spirit of the charter is concerned. 

The interview printed by the Post-Dispatch 
will give the public a clearer, more sympathetic 
understanding of the Efficiency Commissioners’ 
motive and intent. Old habits of thought are not 
to be changed in a moment and patience in deal- 
ing with politicans who fancy themselves ag- 
grieved will be an asset for the board in the 
early months of its existence. But diplomacy in 
personal relations with those who resent inter- 
ference with former prerogatives need not mean 
lessened firmness in pursuing the objects with 
which the board was created. 

About 40 East St. Louisans have been put to 
work on the bridge approach, under an old 
agreement between the two cities that should 
be scrupulously observed. But in all other ap- 
pointments so far, politics has not been consid- 
ered any more than religion, says Mr. Regers. 
The announcement is gratifying. When you 
come to think of it, consideration for politics is 
as absurd in city business as consideration for 
religion. 

A resolute, square deal adherence to its policy 
means a brilliant success and ultimate vindica- 
tion. None will accord the board more enthu- 
siastic recognition than the business men of the 
city, if it cuts out the appalling waste of muni- 
cipal resources due to the spoilsmen and places 
St. Louis’ 7000’ employes on a strict basis of fit- 
ness and quality of performance. 

WILD REPORTS TO BE DISCREDITED. 

A natural supposition is that the rumor of an 
attack on President Wilson had its origin in the 
attack made about the same time on a so-called 
provisional President of Mexico. The distortion 
of the report may have been due to somebody’s 
honest error, but the suspicion is strong that the 
fabrication was malicious and had in view an 
influence on the stock market. 

Fortunately the unfounded character of the re- 
port was quickly made known after some mo- 
ments of anxiety and will lead to the discrediting 
of any further wild rumors of the sort. 
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AMERICA OVEE ALL. 

A fine outburst of patriotism has succeeded the 
discussion of war issues, which has gone on for 
months with an acrimony suggesting that part 
of the bitterness of Europe had been transferred 
to this country. 

Acknowledgment that the responsibility of 
leadership must rest where it was placed by the 
Constitution, with the President, expressions of 
trust in his wisdom and judgment and pledges of 
support when he has defined our duty come from 
every section of the country. 

Certain bishops met in St. Louis declared their 
“unqualified confidence, both in his ability to de- 
termine what ought to be done and in his courage 
to do it.” 

Assurances differing from this only in their 
phraseology come from other clergymen, from the 
press without distinction of political views, from 
the Governors of states, from the representatives 
of parties, from men who stand for something 
in the business and professional world. 

This is the bright feature of these days of crisis 
and anxiety. Hyphenated Americanism is with- 
drawing its gaze from distant concerns and recog- 
nizing the duty which pledged loyalty to home 
interests and home prestige imposes. 

The late distressing incident has put a united 
nation back of the President. And when it is 
adjusted, as it will be, in a manner gratifying to 
national sensibilities, a great clearing of the air 
will result. America, right or wrong, will seem 
s© much more important than anything else that 
we wont have as much time as in the past to de- 
vote to the right or wrong of the foreign struggle. 

“When the President speaks, the country will 
be proud of him,” is a prediction attributed to 
somebody near the President. Everybody feels 
about the same way. 

Perhaps some foreign potentate, prince or ruler 
has built hopes on a serious division in American 
sentiment should certain contingencies arise. If 
so those hopes occupy very insecure ground. 
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THE SPIRIT OF LINCOLN. 
Old-fashioned American-Americans will have 
no difficulty in placing the paternity of the fine 
ideals, the high-souled humility, the perfect sim- 
plicity which characterized the utterances of the 
man who spoke the nation’s uppermost desire at 
Philadelphia. His address was Lincolnian in let- 
ter and in spirit.

Later the great German, Dr. Kkoch, 
following Pasteur’s clew, isolated and 
studied the germ of tuberculosis. Since 
then the scientists of the world have 
worked incessantly, and the result !s 
that we now know that certain germs 
from without cause certain diseases in 
human beings. 

Tropical fevers come through the bites 
of certain flies and mosquitoes; malaria 
comes from a mosquito, as does the 
disease called sleeping sickness; yellow 
fever comes to use through the bite of 
a certain mosquito and spinal menin- 
gitis is contracted in a like manner; 
tetanus or lockjaw comes from the en- 
trance into the blood of a germ which 
lives in the intestines of the horsa. 
Passing from the horse as manure, it 
thrives in the soil and enters the body 
through some break in the skin. Bu- 
bonic plague is traced to the rat as 
carrier of the germ. 

Diseases not given by animals but by 
certain germs have been identified and 
studied so that we know a thousand 
times more about disease today than 
our grandfathers did.

U. S. Court of Appeals Affirms 
Decision Granting. Her Third 
of Former Wellston Mayor's 
Property. 


WAS VALUED AT $80,000 


Woman, Who Had Been Adopt- 
ed, Brought Suit Against 
Foster Father’s Second Wife. 


The United States Court of Appeals 
has affirmed the right of Myra J. Rob- 
erts, who asserted that she was the na- 
tural daughter of the late Charles J. 
Roberts, Mayor of Wellston, to a child's 
share in his estate of $80,000; one-third, 
according to a message received today 
by Attorney W. B. Thompson, who rep- 
resentéd Miss Roberts at the first trial 
of the case held here last June. The 
opinion was handed down by Justice 
Amidon, sitting in St. Paul. 

Immediately upon receipt of the mes- 
sage Attorney Thompson sent a tele- 
gram to Miss Roberts, who is now a 
saleswoinan in a New Orleans store, 
notifying her of her fortune. The lawyer 
also sent many messages to witnesses 
in the case and friends of Miss Roberts 
who had supplied the funds needed for 
her to establish her claim as an heir. 

The suit of Miss Roberts was filed 
against Mrs. Ida B. Roberts, the second 
wife of the former Mayor. It attracted 
much attention as the claim was made 
that she had been reared as an adopted 
daughter, although proof of the adop- 
tion could not be found. She testified 
that she never knew she was not the 


THE MAYOR TRINKS 


Expresses Opinion: That Chair- 
man Rogers and Cook Are 
Shy on Practical Knowledge. 


Mayor Kiel this morning told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he did not ‘‘take 
much stock” in the opinion of Chairman 
Rogers of the Efficiency Board that 
politicians were attempting to “‘rule ov 
ruin” the board. The Mayor added that 
he had the greatest confidence in the 
board and that he would stand by It. 

Differences have arisen between che 
Mayor and the board over the severity of 
some of the examinations and over the 
boari’s rule that applicants for positiors 
as unskilled Jaborers must submit to an 
efficiency test. 

“[T am not in accord with some of the 
rules laid down by the board,’’ the 
Mayor said, ‘“‘but I am going to stand 
by the board. I believe every member 
of it is conscientiously trying to do his 
duty, and whatever I have said to the 
members has been only in the way of 
suggestions as to what my experience 
has shown me. 

“I do not believe that unskilled labor- 
ers should be required to undergo an 
efficiency test. I would have the fore- 
men or overseers of unskilled labor ap- 
pointed by the Efficiency Board, and I 
would permit them to employ the la- 
borers. 

He Doesn’t Hire Laborers. 

“In my contracting business I do not 
employ the hodcarriers and the unskilled 
iaborers. I don’t know very many of 
them. My foremen employ them and I 
look to the foreman to get the work 
aone. He is responsible for it, and I 
have fourd that that plan is a success.
